Ans.  Partly  by  analogy  with  the  long  popular  transitional  di 
and  half  dime  of  1859-60,  but  mostly  from  the  fact  that  these 
issued  in  moderately  heavy  quantity  in  December,  1 859  in  anticif 
tion  of  Congressional  approval  of  the  design.  A California  dealer  sc 
years  ago  had  a roll  of  fifty  of  these,  all  Unc.,  which  is  the  way  h 
usually  come.  Proofs  and  worn  examples  are  quite  rare.  All  tlr 
considerations  made  the  listing  seem  worthwhile,  whether  complet 
valid  technically  or  not.  If  we  wish  to  exclude  all  but  regular  issi. 
the  1856  Flying  Eagle  Cent,  1884-5  Trades  and  1913  Liberty  H 
5c^  will  have  to  go,  for  consistency's  sake.  ;

Ques.  I have  recently  heard  that  there  are  several  fakes  maW 
the  rounds  of  the  1876  "CC"  20?^  piece.  How  can  one  posithl 
identify  a genuine  specimen?  P . K..,  Des  Moines,  Iowa. 

Ans.  We  have  examined  Eliasberg's  and  have  seen  several  otl| 
known  to  be  genuine.  They  are  all  from  a single  pair  of  dies,  wh 
have  some  unique  features.  Obverse;  (1  ) The  word  LIBERTY  on 
shield  is  double  punched;  the  first  cutting  shows  a little  above 
to  left.  This  is  quite  plain.  (2)  Two  parallel  die  scratches  slant  dt- 
from  base  line  (about  1 / lO  inch  left  of  date ) to  border.  ( 3 ) Left  t 
of  1 is  vertically  in  line  with  left  corner  of  a denticle.  Reverse. 
Second  C of  mintmark  heavier  and  almost  closed.  (5)  Of  the  gr' 
of  three  leaves  just  to  right  of  the  mintmark,  the  two  at  left  It 
die  scratches  coming  directly  down  from  the  tips  to  top  right  [, 
of  C and  upper  left  corner  of  E in  CENTS.  (6)  Letters  are  consio 
ably  more  delicate  than  on  the  1875  "CC".  None  of  these  feati 
can  be  made  out  on  the  fakes,  which  are  generally  of  two  kir- 
casts  and  frauds  made  by  brazing  together  an  1876  obverse  anc 
1875  "CC"  reverse.  Casts  are  identifiable  by  the  usual  criteria 
porous  surface,  "bubble  marks",  lack  of  definition,  poor  ring,  usu, 
a seam  around  edge  where  two  halves  were  joined,  wrong  we' 
(standard  is  77.16  grains).  The  forgeries  made  by  brazing  toge- 
an  1876  and  an  1875  "CC"  can  best  be  identified  by  lacking^ 
die  peculiarities  named  above.  The  weight  and  ring  will  be  off! 
these  also.  It  is  conceivable  that  some  skillful  operator  could  me: 
facture  a fake  of  another  kind  by  brazing  a "CC"  mintmark  t^ 
genuine  1876  coin,  but  this  too  would  be  readily  identified  by 
absence  of  the  distinctive  features  of  the  genuine.

at  between  one  quarter  and  one  third  (possibly  morel  of  the  total 
ntage  still  is  hoarded  by  speculators  in  rolls  and  bags.
